Buses On 
The Bridge 


Editor, Bulletin—The present 
proposition is to widen the High 
Level bridge to provide two 
lanes of vehicular traffic north 
and two south either side of the 
railroad tracks, at a cost of 3 or 4 
millions of dollars, so that trolley 
buses and ordinary cars can op- 
erate over the upper deck of the 
bridge, leaving the under lane 
for pedestrians and bicycles. 

To my mind there can be many 
questions open for debate: First, 
cost; second, danger, 

Even now where it is impossible 
for 4 vehicle on the present lower 


deck to go over the side and to 
death, there are frequent colli 
sions. Many drivers break the 
rule of the road by passing cars 
going in the same direction on 
the bridge and even on the ap 
proaches; then again there are 
the speeders, very often in cars 
of ancient vintage, but if these 


tactics are practised when they 
are on the upper deck, what 
chance has the carefui driver 


Another hazard is surface condi 
tions. Suppose there is a heavy 
snowfall during the night or a 
heavy sleet, think of the very 
many collisions, bent fenders 
bashed in rear trunks after the 
first snow or sleet. The driver's 
vision is very much restricted by 
snow and almost entirely obscur- 
ed by sleet on this high thorough- 
fare with only an 18” wheel guard, 
but equally as bad or worse 
would be the condition of the 
road bed, slippery as g'ass and 
very very treacherous 

Many times in past years it has 
been impossible to climb the hill 
on the south end of the bridge on 
account of the slippery condition 
of the road owing to the rain or 
sleet on a winter's day 

Then again traffic would have 
to travel on the left side instead 
of the right on account of the bus 


exits. Also how would you get 
the cross over, that is, right to 
left, at both ends of the bridge. 


Trams and buses, if and when 
they travel this route (at slow mo- 
tion) cannot get any revenue 
from 88 Ave. until they reach 97 
Ave. So why not consider saving 
3 or 4 millions of dollars, send the 
buses down the new paved hill at 
89 Ave. and Saskatchewan Drive 
and over the 105th Street bridge 
(and serve the people in the flat 
and the Elizabeth Park in sum- 
mer and gain a few fares on the 
way) along 103 St, to 97 Ave., then 
west to 109 street and Jasper. 

There would be no fost time 
because the ordinary speed tray- 
elled would compensate for the 
small extra mileage over the slow 
passage on the bridge If this 
route were taken it would make it 
possible to remove all street car 
tracks this year.

do not strengthen the Communist: 
militarily, 

This paradoxical situation nat- 
urally gives rise to the query of 
why there should be any trade at 
all. Well, even in a “hot war” 
there are certain transactions 
which can be carried out profit- 
ably on a quid pro quo basis. 

Eastern Europe has certain 
commodities that Western Europe 
needs, and vice versa. So there 
is trade in such things as don't 
involve the war-potential Per 
haps that isn’t an idea! arrange- 
ment, but it is a horse-sense one 

Of course there are some items 
of trade which fall within the 
drey zone, that is, no matter how 
carefully trade is screened, sonx 
things useful in war will get 
through. For example, a micro 
scope might be extremely useful 
under certain circumstances, but 
one certainly couldn't class it 
with a high-explosive 

Anyway this grey zone Isn't a 
thing to worry about too much 
The worry should be lest it is 
forgotten that Communism must 
be fought with every ounce of 
strength both on the battle-front 
and at home

Instead, for the magnificent outlay of a 
couple of dollars or so, the applicant came into what has 
amounted to squatter’s rights to one or more seats

It has worked out just peachy for the gents and 
ladies who got in on the ground floor, But for the poor 
misguide d creature who happened at the time to be living 
in Winnipeg, Saskatoon, Vancouver, Montreal, or else- 
where, but has since come to reside in Edmonton, it hasn't 
been so good.
